5. Procedure 

Having decided to review the final findings notified vide No. 37/1/2001- 
DGAD dated 5^^ February, 2003 and final duty imposed by notification no 
73/2003 Customs dated 1^* May, 2003, the Authority hereby initiates 
investigations to review whether cessation of antidumping duty is likely to 
lead to continuation or recurrence of dumping and injury on imports of 
subject goods originating in or exported from subject countries, in 
accordance with the Customs Tariff (Amendment) Act, 1995 and the 
Customs Tariff (Identification, Assessment & Collection of Anti Dumping 
Duty on Dumped Articles and for Determination of injury) Rules, 1995. 
The review covers all aspects of Notification No 37/1/2001-DGAD dated 
5^^ February 2003 (Final findings of the original investigations) and 
subsequent new shipper reviews carried out by the Authority. The 
Authority proposes to consider applicants as mentioned in paragraph 2 as 
domestic industry in accordance with the Rules supra as they constitute 
the major proportion of the production of the subject goods in India. The 
petitioners have suggested UAE as an appropriate market economy third 
country for determining the normal value with respect to China PR in the 
subject review investigations. In accordance with Para 7 to Annexure-I of 
the Rules, it is therefore envisaged to choose UAE as an appropriate 
market economy Country for the purpose of establishing normal value In 
respect of the People's Republic of China. Interested parties are hereby 
invited to comment on the appropriateness of this choice within the 
specific time limit laid down in this notification. 


6. Period of Investigation 

The period of investigation (POI) for the purpose of the present review is 
1®‘ January 2006 to 31^^ December 2006 (12 months). The period of injury 
examination would however include POI and three years prior to the POI 
i.e. from 1®‘April 2003 to the end of POI (i.e. AM 2004, AM 2005, AM 2006 
and POI. 

7. Submission of Information 

The exporters in subject country, their government through their 
Embassy/High Commission in India, the importers and users in India 
known to be concerned and the domestic industry are being addressed 
separately to submit relevant information in the form and manner 
prescribed and to make their views known to the the Designated Authority, 
Ministry of Commerce & Industry, Department of Commerce, Directorate 
General of Anti-Dumping & Allied Duties. (DGAD), Room No 240, Udyog 
Bhavan, New Delhi-110011 

Any other interested party may also make its submissions relevant to the 
investigation in the prescribed form and manner within the time limit set 
out below. 
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8. Time Limit 

a) General Time Limits 


Any information relating to the present investigation should be sent in 
writing so as to reach the Authority at the address mentioned above not 
later than forty days from the date of publication of this notification. The 
known exporters and importers, who are being addressed separately, are 
however required to submit the information within forty days from the date 
of the letter addressed to them separately. It may be noted that no 
request, whatsoever, shall be entertained for extension in the prescribed 
time limit. 


b) Specific time limit for selection of market economy country 

Interested parties to the review investigation may wish to comment on the 
appropriateness of the UAE, which, as mentioned in the Para 5 of this 
initiation notification, is envisaged as a market economy third country for 
the purpose of establishing normal value in respect of the China PR. 
These comments must be submitted within two weeks from the date of 
publication of this notification. 

9. Inspection of Public File 

In terms of Rules 6(7), any interested party may inspect the public file 
containing non-confidential version of the evidence submitted by other 
interested parties. In case where an interested party refuses access to, or 
otherwise does not provide necessary information within a reasonable 
period, or significantly impedes the Investigation, the Authority may record 
its findings on the basis of the facts available to it and make such 
recommendations to the Central Government as deemed fit.
